McCoy’s and Sophie Aldred’s contracts were not renewed. And it 
was rumored that the BBC was planning to hand the Doctor over 
to an independent production company. The DWFCA lost heart 
and languished in E-space for many months, even the company 
computer suffered a nervous breakdown (at the Christmas party). 
But the questions still burned within me. What was happening 
behind closed doors at the BEEB? Would the Doctor come to the 
rescue or be rescued? (did he actually NEED rescuing this time?) 
How DO you make a Pangalactic Gargleblaster? And WHAT

Is it really getting on for 18 months 
since t wrote my last news-letter for 
"Whovian Times"? It’s June 27th 1990 
now, so just to be sure, I re-read that 
article last night and was quite 
staggered by just how much has 
changed since the autumnal airing of 
the vibrant "Remembrance of the 
Daleks" back in September 1988. 

After two seasons of poor ratings (up 
against England's number 1 
programme, "Coronation Street"), the 
show has been "rested" pending a 
management decision by the BBC in 
July. Book publisher "W.H. ALLEN" 
has narrowly avoided bankruptcy, and 
after shedding nearly two-thirds of its 
staff, has dropped its hardback range 
of Doctor Who titles. The stage play 
has been and gone, beginning initially 
as a great success, but playing to half- 
empty houses by the end of its run. 
And as for that long-promised movie, 
it has to be said there’s more chance 
of the TARDIS turning up on the bridge 
of the starship Enterprise than of 
"Coast to Coast" getting a production 
crew working... 

Alone among those news stories of 
’88, only the toy manufacturer DAPOL 
has managed to beat the odds, Three 
new Doctor Who figures have been 
released so far this year, Ace, an Ice 
Warrior and Davros (both the definitive 
model and the hastily withdrawn 
"oops" version sporting two arms ...). 
At the Toy Fair this Spring DAPOL 
Director David Boyle announced the 
unveiling of the "Whomobile" car this 
autumn, but do be warned; DAPOL 
deadlines tend to be as reliable and as 
flexible as a rubber ladder. 

However, the big question everyone 
here, and in the States, is asking is; 
Does Doctor Who have a future? Or, 
has the BBC done by stealth in '89 
what Michael Grade tried to do with an 
axe in '85? 


At present, a detailed answer is still 
shrouded in that fog which blinds the 
public to the devious machinations of 
Auntie Beeb’s sixth floor management. 
In that respect everyone, including 
'caretaker Producer’ John Nathan- 
Turner, will have to wait on this 
promised July announcement. 
Nevertheless some clues have 
emerged which, if they make the 
announcement four days into the 
; month, will make July 4th 
Independence Day in this country as 
well as over The Pond- 
Two weeks ago Oracle, the ITV 
Teletext news service, quoted BBC 
sources as saying Doctor Who will 
definitely be going out to an 
independent TV production company. 
This effectively will remove it from the 
tight constraints of BBC budgeting and 
could, at last, give the series the 
funding it needs to hire top writers, 
and good directors, and achieve parity 
with the production value standards 
set for science-fiction series these 
days. 

At the same time strong hints have 
been dropped that Doctor Who will 
stay 100% British, a move that will 
more or less negate the co-funding 
option that was proposed by Gerry 
Davis and Terry Nation. 


independent production companies, 
the BBC stipulated that the lead roles 
should continue to be played by 
Sylvester McCoy and Sophie Aldred-a 
tenet which led to bid withdrawals 
from two big film companies, "Zenith" 
and "Cinema Verite", the latter headed 
by Doctor Who's first producer, Verity 
Lambert. 

That mandate was subsequently 
removed when BBC ENTERPRISES 
agreed with "Coast to Coast" that 
whoever starred in the movie would 
also assume the TV role, providing 
movie and series came in a package 
made by "Coast to Coast". Now, with 
the movie prospects heading the way 
of the mythical " Carry on,..' 1 Oozlum 
bird, the field is wide open again.Thus, 
strange as the thought may seem, it is 
still possible that Verity Lambert will 
one day get her baby back. 

An integral part of the BBC’s delaying 
tactics has been a wish on their part to 
assess the impact of Doctor Who on 
satellite TV. The entire BBC archive of 
existing, complete Doctor Who stories 
has been leased to the cable/satellite 
network BSB, which began 
transmitting to homes in the U.K. two 
months ago. 

The resuits have been spectacular. 
Only this week results of a survey were 



Another question is who will play the 
Doctor and his principle 
companion(s)? Interviewed at 
"GalaxyCon" in Glasgow, Scotland last 
month, Sylvester McCoy expressed 
grave doubts that he would be back in 
much more than a hand -over capacity 
if the show ever did go outside the 
BBC.

. cassettes. Each title is guaranteed a 
minimum home sale of 15,000, so it is 
hardly surprising that more and more 
stories are being released more and 
more frequently. 

Proof of their faith in DOCTOR WHO 
can be found in BBC ENTERPRISES 
immediate plans for the future. 
Already they are in active negotiation 
with their U.S. subsidiary Lionheart 
about rights to release a story on 
laserdisc. A title is yet to be 
confirmed, but is believed to be 
"Genesis of the Daleks". 

However, by far the biggest news is 
the planned release in February 1991 
of 'The Curse of Fenric". This will be 
the first drama video from BBC 
ENTERPRISES that will be re-edited to 
insert some twenty minutes of never- 
before-seen footage, originally junked 
from the four episode transmission, 
director Nick Mallet and musician Mark 
Ayres have both been engaged by 
video producer David Jackson to meld 
in this lost material and get it ready for 
a prestige launch next spring. 

Finally, on a personal note, it would 
not be fair to end this long-overdue 
news column without mentioning the 
sad death, in May, of long-term Doctor 
Who stalwart Peter Grimwade. 

For whatever reason, the behind-the- 
scenes people on DOCTOR WHO 
never get the recognition in the states 
that the front-of-house artistes and 
stars enjoy.

An era is ending. John Nathan-Turner is Leaving his post at Doctor Who and embarking on 
a career for points unknown. He has been working in a production capacity for Doctor Who 
since 1977, and in 1980 he started his tenure as producer for the series with the episode " State 
of Decay ", He guided Doctor Who through three regenerations, two anniversary specials, BBC 
strikes and threatened cancellations of the series and served a record ten years as producer. 
Only Barry Letts runs a faraway second to John, in terms of longstanding producers hip, 

serving his term from 1970 to 74 and joining John as executive producer from 1980 to 5 8L 
John also enjoys the dubious honor of being a favorite target for criticism among the fans. As 
the spokesperson for Doctor Who throughout a period of phenomenal changes and controversy 
he was bound to draw their fire, I believe those ten years are evidence enough of his 
outstanding commitment and contribution to the show. Following are some insights and 

gathered from conversations and interviews held over the course of the weekend 
One, perhaps the last convention John will be attending for quite some time. 1 
to thank Eric Hoffman who led some thoughtful, informative Q Sc A sessions.

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When asked to describe the main responsibilities 
in a Doctor Who producer's life John responded 
that he...

So in a way 
the buck stops at me in all areas. Now that 
doesn't mean it’s a dictatorship because on the

script editor, or a story 
editor.

director or me, the associate producer, 
one of the actors, the Tea Lady, it 
doesn’t make any difference at alf. if 
it’s a good idea , it’s a good idea." 

Which is his favorite show..,? 

■ Recently ‘the Curse of Fenric’,...and 
actually here’s a bit of very good 
gossip , hot off the press. We’re going 
to recut 'Fenric'. It was overlength, 20 
minutes over, some of that material we 
didn’t want to transmit, some of it we 
did. We had to lose it because of our 
time slot. So we’re recutting it and 
redubbing it for the home video 
market. This is the direct result of fans 
writing to home video market having 
heard that it was overlength and the 
home video people who are now 
issuing videos one a month ...have 
said they want to give the fans 
something they’d asked for. Nick 
Mowat who directed it and I are doing 
the recutting during the summer and I 
think it’s release will be during the new 
year." 

Regarding the background of Ace's 
character in the current series which 
is centra/ to plot developments in 
Fenric and Ghostlight, does he think 
that other companions were 
overlooked in the past? 

"I don’t think it’s an oversight as such. 
I think the background of the Doctor’s 
companions can get in the way unless 
it’s focussed on in a story that’s written 
about them. It’s slightly unfair to say

they haven’t had enough background. 
The companions have lots of 
background, but do you play a three 
minute scene in the Tardis where the 
companion tells the Doctor about their 
history, or do you do something that’s 
more inventive and write a whole story 
like ’Ghostlight" or "Fenric" where you 
learn a lot more but don’t get all the 
pieces of the puzzle surrounding Ace 
until the end?” 

Speaking on production John 
Comments: 

“ Dealing with cutting down (the 
number of episodes per season), was 
not difficult. It’s a similar structure, you 
just do less stories. My associates and 
I were having a chat only about three 
or four weeks ago about how we had 
to cope when we had five production 
teams all spending money. We used

"I’m not connected with the film 
anymore (John had been chosen as 
consultant). I think that the rumor of 
Donald Sutherland is a splendid idea..."

to say "state the program before you 
ask the question". We literally would 
have five lots of people walking into 
the office the whole time , and we'd 
yell "What is the program???? Which 
one??" so in a way it was quite nice 
only to do four. Although our 
distributors at the time used to say 
why don’t you do thirty-nine. 

And think, at the back of all this is the 
fact that there are supposed to be 
only seven drama plots in the world, 
and each story is a rehash of those. 
We were just trying desperately to kind 
of disguise them. We disguise some of 
them as black comedy and some as 
pastiche and some as gothic horror."

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And were there any adventures on the set last season? You bet!! 

’Battlefield’, end of episode two, there is a water tank and Sophie gets trapped inside and the water goes up, diddle 
dee ding diddle dee ding (John's imitation of an alarm?). We were running out of time, we were into an overrun 
situation. We didn’t even have the time to blow up a wail for some guards to come through at the end of the 
scene.ln effect they are walking in through a solid wail-if you take time to piece the whole story together 
afterwards and you catch the Inconsistency, So, as you can see, we were REALLY up against it, It 
was the fast night of filming and all we had left was Ace(Sophie Aldred) drowning in the tank. 

The union people at the studio were threatening to puli the plugs on us at ten o’clock 
when we were due to stop. I’d asked for an extra fifteen minutes which we were 
refused. And then they kind of backed off and didn’t look at the ciock.,.We had 
to shoot Sophie through the water and the tank filled up and she was 
screaming, "Doctor. Doctor Doctor! ! !’’ We were doing all the various cut- 
ins for the scene. And then suddenly the tank, which was fifteen 
millimeters thick, the requirement for the water capacity 
being twelve so we were actually three millimeters over 
what was required for safety reasons, but the 
whole thing shattered.And the water flooded 
out of the 1 ttom of this tant 
vester was on the floor and very, very 
brilliantly and quickly yelled “ Get her 
out of it!" (in McCoy’s curt Scottish 
accent). We had been filming the bit 
where she shoots up, where she’s 
actually pulled up by a tube prop man, 
so she was In fact lifted out very rapidly. 

She was quite safe, but we had to stop 
recording, obviously. We’d shot enough 
to complete the sequence, and after that 
the whole studio was abandoned. There 
was so much damage it had to have 
a new floor. During the accident there 
were people leaping onto props (to get 
out of the water) because there were 
so many thousands of volts (in the 
machinery). It was very, very dangerous, Sophie 
suffered a few splinters of glass in her hand but if she had 
stayed in much longer with the water coming out of the bottom of 
the tank she’d have been sucked through the shattered glass. It would 
have been extremely nasty. We deliberately left that shot in, you can see the 
cracks in the glass. Looks as though we spent a small fortune having the glass

John reveals some creative solutions for dealing with a Studio closeout..., 

"For the ’Greatest Show in the Galaxy’ we filmed on location for a week in Dorset 
in extremely hot weather and we got back to SBC Television Center after we’d spent eight 
days rehearsing for the studio work. They suddenly announced that the whole of Television Center < 
studios were blackballed because of asbestos poisoning, We were toid that the show was scrapped 
and to move on to the next one and by then there might be some studio space reopened, I kicked and 
fought. I had a very bright designer who said, ’...as it’s set in a circus why don’t we build a tent somewhere 
and put the sets into it?’ So we tried that and we had visions of a lovely field somewhere In Oxford... thought 
maybe we could bump into Colin Baker for tea. But the BBC said, ’NO, NO, NO you can’t do that! If you 
remount it has to be on BBC property.’ So we then asked to use the car park. They said, ’ Oh you can’t 
have the car park because of the cars. ’ But we said, ’ As all the studios are blacked because of asbestos 
there won’t BEANY cars.’And they said, ‘Yeah, OK, you can have the car park,’ We built a marquis tent and put up 
all the sets and finished off in the tent. It was rather fun, extraordinary. There were a lot of clowns, real circus clowns. 
Somebody had to put bars outside the front of the tent and as you drove up it was like something out of Twentieth Century 
Fox with clowns doing this f he signals crazily with his hands) being traffic control." <<<<<<<<<<<<<<<<<<

There’s a danger, you 
know, that the minute we know every 
single thing about this' character , 
nobody will watch Doctor Who 
anymore. We like to speculate, we like 
to say. ’ Ah! That’s an interesting 
development we haven’t heard that 
before.'"

There were rumors surrounding 
" Battlefield * about the fact that the Brig 
was going to be bumped off in the 
story... 

"We were! We were going to bump 
him off in a most spectacular fashion. 
Not for devilment, we’d just been 
keeping at this character occasionally 
and he’s getting on a bit. Nick is due 
for a rest. We commissioned the script 
but when it came in the actual death of 
the Brigadier was gratuitous. It hadn’t 
been worked through properly so we 
decided to abandon the idea and keep 
him alive. Now the number of people 
who knew about this could be named 
on one hand-there were four. And I 
started to read about it in fan 
magazines!" 


John outlined the developments in the 
line of original Doctor Who fiction... 

" By now we’ve exhausted every story 
(of the broadcasts) bar the ones where 
there are copyright problems realizing 
them. So we’ve signed a deal with 
W.H. Allen (to publish original Doctor 
Who fiction simitar to the Star Trek 
novels) They’ve looked after us for 
many years in the book area. The new 


Question: "Don't you think if you had 
gone through with it you might have 
been chased out of town by a lynch 
mob of fans storming the streets 
carrying torches and such?' 

John: "I think if it had been done 
properly and he had sacrificed himself 
so that the Doctor would survive for 
whatever reason. I think that would 
have been very acceptable." 



Does John have any theories about the 
longevity of the series? 

“I think its lasted as long as it has due 
to the fact of its constant innovation 
over the years; it stays fresh in 
concept. I think to keep it going in 
England you have to make sure there 
are always some new people around 
on the team, coming in with ideas that 
challenge. 

I think because the production of 
Doctor Who is the most complex that 
the BBC does all of my ten years has 
been a wonderful learning process. 
You have to be constantly receptive to 
changing trends, new ideas, new 
technologies, new styles of shooting, 
new camera equipment I hope I never 
get too blinkered to say, ’ Oh, I don’t 
want to try the new camera.' They’ve 
now developed a camera no bigger 
than a torch (that's British for 
flashlight) that they use during horse 
races, they put it into the hedge so 
that they get a closeup of the horses 
jumping over the hedge. Now I’ve put 
that particular camera on the front of a 
motorbike, normally you would spend 
a lot of time rigging up a motorbike. 
But with this little miniature stuck on 
the front we got a closeup of Sylvester 
riding with the wind in his hair and 
everything ( This is in the last scene in 
’Survival’). When we do an explosion 
sometimes we’ll use this extra mike 
and put it on the floor so you get a 
wormseye view of the explosion 
(soundwise). Remaining receptive to 
the things that are available is 
extremely important and I’d like to take 
that receptive quality into whatever I’m 
doing next. Although it’s ten years 
experience, it feels like its five-hundred 
and ten because of the flexibility of 
the show." 

About the writer’s contribution to 

Doctor Who.. 

" There is a surreal element, which I 
have to confess I like. And I would give 
all that credit to my story editor for the 
last three years who is brilliant, Andrew 
Cartmell. He is so brilliant but so shy. 
He won’t talk to a newspaper. He 
won’t do an interview. He won’t come 
to a convention, but he is a splendid 
craftsman at what he does and lots of 
that surreal ingredient is his."

OFF THE PRESS 



Jean-Marc Lofficier is a frenchman 
who has relocated to Los angeles with 
his francophile wife Randi. They work 
with the French science fiction artist 
Moebius. As Moebius’ business 
partner, Lofficier is responsible for the 
exploitation of the rights to Moebius’ 
comic book series in the United States 
and in other countries. Since 1987 He 
and his wife have collaborated on a 
series of graphic novels, mostly with 
Marvel, and anthologies such as 
French Ticklers and Cheval Noir (Dark 
Horse). 

They have a magazine being released 
by Marvel in May. Between the 50% of 
their time that they spend translating 
and adapting the works of Moebius 
and other foreign graphic artists and 
the other 50% that they spend taking 
care of contracts and other legal and 
business affairs, they write for tv 
animation episodes such as 
"Ghostbusters" and "Ducktales' 1 . In their 
spare time they write Doctor Who 
books, all non-fiction "... at this point". 
They have been responsible for "the 
Doctor Who Program Guide" in all of 
its many incarnations and editions 
since 1978. At this very moment Jean- 
Marc is working on the " Doctor Who 
Index”. Which is an amazing concept 
and a must for the bookshelf of every 
Whovian in pursuit of trivia, ft will 
probably come out early next year. It 
will list indices of all the actors , alf the 
Doctor Who fiction outside of the TV 
show: movies, stage plays, records, 


the missing season, novels and all the 
short stories. Included are listings of all 
short stories published in the "Doctor 
Who annuals", "the Doctor Who Radio 
Times Anniversary Special", the "Dalek 
Book” the "Cyberman book", and all 
licensed material published. With the 
help of Jeremy Bentham, Sean Leah 
and Eric Hoffman he has compiled 
what is probably the first completely 
exhaustive list of Doctor Who comic 
books, Such publications as TV Comic 
which changed its name to Calm 
Down, TV Action and finally went back 
to being called TV comic ,the Dalek 
TV strip that appeared in TV 21, and 
The Dalek Tapes are collated with the 
name of each story , the issues in 
which it ran, the year, the writers, the 
artists and two or three lines of 
summary for each story. Jeremy 
Bentham helped in some cases to find 
the real names of people who weren’t 
originally credited in these 
publications. Following this is an index 
of the technical people, the producers, 
the story editors, the writers; in Jean- 
Marc's words, the Key people. Jean 
has also supplied a new index, which 
wasn’t in the ’’Program Guide", of 
technical personnel in charge of; visual 
effects, set design and costume design 
but that’s it-he drew the line at gaffers 
and Tea Ladies. The final treat is a 
fictional index, listing characters and 
places plus a feature which sets it 
apart from the "Doctor Who 
Encyclopedia", thematic entries, such 
as artificial intelligence, colonization, 
insects, and brains. 

’’Brains is a good one." says Jean-Marc 
” There is the brain of Morbius and 
Quagnon, the 'Great Architect’of 
Paradise Towers, who is a brain. Now 
let’s see...there are the brains in ’the 
Keys of Marinus’, which are living 
brains....”— No, he doesn’t give the vital 
statistics of the brains, but he will show 
you the places where the theme has 
been used. He and Randi are also 
Working on a history of earth 
according to Doctor Who . These will 
all be user friendly books, not too 
bulky and offering simple access to 
information. Jean states that "The 
’Program Guide’ and the subsequent 
things that I’m doing should be by the 
TV side next to the Twilight zone 
Companion’ and ’Star Trek 
Concordance’ and that book by 
Leonard Maltin on TV movies. I like to 
use them when I label my videotapes."

It occurred to me that because of this 
continuous injection of new ideas and 
flexibility perhaps Doctor Who rfas a 
lot in common with classic anthology 
series like The Twilight Zone which 
might be the secret of it's success. 
John agreed... 

"Yes, in some ways. The Twilight Zone 
still plays in Britain there is that 
constant appeal and that wonderful air 
of fantasy. 

I think also you have to tune into the 
fact that with any program that lasts 
for so many years, 26 years to date, 
inevitably every single person who 
watches it throughout the world, hooks 
into a certain era. I am very, very 
satisfied by the fact that, at least in the 
United Kingdom, everybody has heard 
about Doctor Who. They don't all 
watch it, but they've all heard about it. 
But this is a show that’s multifarious, 
it has many elements. People will take 
on an era because they grew up with 
it or maybe they were going through a 
very sensitive time and it became a 
kind of escape. But you should regard 
it as something in which everyone has 
something in common but through 
many diverse (actors) over a long 
period of time.... does that make 
sense? 

... I think what I’m trying to say is that 
it’s more than a program because it 
reaches out and touches different 
aspects of a common theme in 
people." 


How does John feel about the 
changes he's undertaking now that 
he’s leaving the show... 

"Mixed feelings, 50% absolute 
excitement , it’s a new challenge, 
tinged with sadness. 50 % trepidation. 
On the whole I’m really excited by it 
because much as I’ve loved the show 
l have wanted to leave it for some time 

...but it is nice to end after doing a 
decade. So many other things are 
opening up for me at the moment. I’m 
doing some work on radio, a gossip 
column. And I’m doing more writing, 
I'm also developing new projects for 
the BBC. I am looking after the 
business side of Doctor Who until its 
future is announced. So I'm doing new 


merchandise and videos and all that. 
Meanwhile developing new projects 
both for BBC and for myself and those 
ideas are also on ice until July. So I’m 
literally waiting for the green light 
above my projects as you're all waiting 
for the green light above the future of 
Doctor Who." 


What did he most enjoy about working 
with Doctor Who? 

"I think the freedom has been the 
most wonderful thing. Whatever show 
I do next I’m not going to have that 
freedom. The basic premise of Doctor 
Who being that the character travels 
around in time and space has meant 
we can go anywhere. It’s a wonderful 
imagination-taxing job with this 
tremendous freedom that one week we 
can be set in the twenties on earth in 
England , and a week after do a 
science-fiction traditional story and 
then science-fantasy. I’ll miss that 
because whatever I do (for instance, in 
a hospital saga I’m going to be tied to 
the hospital’s halls) I’m going to be 
tied to the setting. 

Because of the use of technological 
hardware we have invariably been 
offered new equipment sometimes 
when its still been at prototype stage 
and usually free of charge . We’ve 
leapt at it and used it. As a result of 
which other shows have subsequently 
made the use of the technology and 
that’s rather exciting, to be in on the 
ground floor as a sort of testing 
ground.” 


Now that Doctor Who will be a thing 
of his past what are John's ultimate 
goals? 

’’ To continue enjoying my work and 
to put Into motion something of my 
own. The success that this project has 
had, when all’s said and done, I didn’t 
create. This all started twenty-six years 
ago. But I think I helped contribute to 
the onslaught of Doctor Who in 
America and in most other countries, 
in a way, and i'd like to try and do that 
with something else. In other words I’d 
like to have a hit." 


After ten years of working for Doctor 
Who what would John like to be 


remembered for? 

”1 used to get quite embarrassed 
because 1 kept being labeled Doctor 
Who's ambassador and I used to 
think, ’ Oh, how tiresome, what do 
they mean by that?' But now in 
retrospect when you come to the end 
of something like this,..it seems to be 
rather a nice thing, ” □ 

Well Mr. Ambassador Good Luck. And 
when you’ve been installed in that next 
outpost of TV production diplomacy 
don't forget to write. It’ll be a long time 
before we can find another friend in 
Doctor Who who'll provide us with all 
the years, the drama and the 
spectacle that you have. Bon Voyage!

Submitted for your approval, you enter 
a dim room on a quiet weekend 
morning or maybe late evening after a 
hard weekday at work. There’s the 
couch , the easy chair, the TV, You’re 
tired and frazzled, maybe you stayed 
out with your buddies too late last 
night or your boss/ teacher/ parents/ 
kids/ main squeeze went on a 
rampage all day. You need something 
to soothe your frayed nerves, 
something that’s reassuring, 
something to give you a jump start, to 
inspire you, to let you know that the 
good guys are still out there watching 
over you. That’s right! You need the 
Doctor! It’s the appointed day, time 
and place, you go through the ritual 
you’ve followed for years. You reach 
for the switch, change to your friendly 
neighborhood PBS station, and... NO 
DOCTOR! Unthinkable, well think 
again. It has already happened to 
many of your fellow Whovians-the 
Doctor Who Fade-out. PBS stations 
around the country have been 
discontinuing broadcasts of Doctor 
Who. Other stations have picked it up 
for the first time but this doesn’t do 
much for those who’ve lost the 
Timelord on their local airwaves. The 
extremely long run of Doctor Who on 
many PBS stations (in some cases it 
has been broadcast continuously for 
over ten years) has begun to tax the 
patience of some of the station exec.s 
and program directors. According to 
Ron Saleck of Denver PBS station 
KRMA some of the shows have now 
been run 6 or 7 times. He gets 
occasional calls (from Zygons or the 
Master t bet) asking why KRMA 
doesn’t show something else in that 
slot or more new Doctor Who 
material. The fact of the matter is that 
they have faithfully broadcast all of the 
new episodes as soon as they became 
available but the cuts in the number of 
episodes per season and the current 
production hiatus of the show has 
made the opportunities to broadcast 
new material few and far between 
American fans who are used to getting 


30 new episodes of their favorite 
network series each year find it a little 
hard to adjust to the fact that thev’li 
only be getting 14 new episodes of 
Doctor Who before the next reruns. 
But wait a minute! Doctor Who has 
been running for more than twenty-five 
years. Even without the miles of 
footage that had been allowed to 
disappear from the Hartnell and 
Troughton episodes, Doctor Who has 
got to have more material than any 
other science fiction serial out there. 
That could be true and when a station 
like KRMA runs through the entire 
collection of Doctor Who broadcasts 
from 1963 to the present (airing the 
movie versions of each story once a 
week) it takes almost two years to 
complete, That’s a substantial amount 
of programming, but in many areas of 
the country, the fans feel 
uncomfortable watching any actor 
besides their beloved Tom Baker, they 
don’t like the black and white formats 
or they don’t appreciate the special 
attraction to be found in the pre- 
Speilberg production values of sixties 
Doctor Who. So they miss out on the 
goofy monster costumes and cheesy 
special effects that used to be state of 
the art in the 60’s. Any true fan of 
Doctor Who realizes that all this “old 
stuff" is a glorious part of the history of 
Doctor Who and well worth watching 
because the acting and story lines, 
and the trademark quirkiness of the 
series, always shine through despite 
the lack of computer graphics or super 
gross-out alien makeup. And that, can 
you believe it? These relics of FX just 
add to the charm and fun of the whole 
Who experience. Many of the earliest 
fans turned to Doctor Who for just 
these qualities which were a refreshing 
contrast to the expensive super- 
polished but often mindle$s{not to 
mention heartless) science fiction tv of 
the seventies. Besides the merit of the 
shows themselves consider the fact 
that if you only sanction your station to 
show a small part of Doctor Who then 
you shorten the potential lifespan of 
the show in your area. Reruns can 
only be shown so many times before 
the market for them fades. Ron Salek 
of PBS station KRMA in Denver points 
out that “ We’ve run a lot of the 
episodes six, seven, eight times now, 
and we get complaints saying ‘Why 
don’t you run something new?’ Well if 
there’s nothing new to run, and if we’re 
getting complaints, then that’s

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something to Hook at. Doctor Who is 
doing alright In bringing revenues, but 
it certainly doesn’t generate the 
audience it did in early years." You can 
probably prolong the lifetime of your 
favorite show on PBS by maintaining a 
friendly contact with your local station 
and letting them know what you want. 
As always, the most persuasive 
arguments involve money. Become a 
member of PBS by pledging during the 
local broadcast of Doctor Who. That’s 
the only way to know that the show is 
getting good marks for your particular 
donation. When asked how audience 
involvement influences a show Mr. 
Salek replied, " Our audience for 
Doctor Who is a very consistent 
audience now. Fulfillments {the 
percentage of pledges that are actually 
paid) are good. How well it pledges is 
certainly one consideration we look at 
especially when we buy a syndicated 
show year after year after year as we 
do Doctor Who. In the case of Doctor 
Who even though we know the 
audience has been decreasing slowly, 
we know it has a very loyal audience 
and that's important to us too.” 
Denver, however, has a very large 
science fiction community. Writers, 
fans and businesses that deal solely 
with science fiction find support and 
success here. Doctor Who may not 
be having the same amount of support 
in other parts of the country. When 
asked about the future of Doctor Who 
on PBS Salek responded , " Well there 
are a couple of things happening this 
year that are going to influence that. 
One of those is the fact that they’re 
not in production this year. I don't 
know any details about national 
distribution, but i do know some 
stations are dropping it as their 
contracts expire. Our contract runs for 
another year or so before we need to 
renew and we’re going to have to 
make some decisions at that time 
about the future of Doctor Who" 


TOM BAKER SIGHTING!/! 

Though Tom is not scheduled for any 
appearances in the U.S. either at 
conventions or in theatre, you will be able 
to catch him, transformed into a creature 
called Puddleglum, for the excellent BBC 
Production of "The Silver Chair” that airs 
on PBS. It is part of the "Narnia 
Chronicles" series by C.S.Lewis.

There are some very exciting 
developments in store for future 
viewing of the series, but for the 
present, when dealing with PBS, try to 
get your friends or fellow fans to back 
you when you approach stations about 
carrying the series; numbers wilt 
impress them. The networks consider 
letters from supporters of a program to 
be extremely important. According to 
their logic letter writers are rare. One 
letter represents a minute portion of 
the potential viewership that hasn’t 
taken the time to voice their own 
opinions. One letter could represent 
the unvoiced concerns of hundreds or 
maybe thousands of fans and a letter 
writing campaign can be even more 
Impressive. Look at the results of the 
Beauty and the Beast effort, although 
temporary, they did manage to bring 
their series back from the cancellation 
dead zone. Enthusiasm and 
involvement will obviously increase 
your chances when dealing with PBS. 
but please treat them gently. They 
offer unique programming as a 
community service, they’re not getting 
the government support that they used 
to and many of the people involved 
put in countless thankless hours, many 
of them as volunteers, to keep their 
services available to you. Remember 
that they were the ones who originally 
brought you this great series when 
nobody else would bother. So if the 
bonds break and Who fade-out comes 
to pass in your home town, don’t burn 
your bridges. Because if you leave 
PBS with a happy memory of Doctor 
Who and its fans, Who knows...? 
Regeneration is unpredictable even 
undependable. You can never tell 
when or where it will happen or Who 
you’ll end up with. But it’s always a 
pleasant surprise because with 
regeneration one fact is unavoidable....

/ Hey! That’s Not All— Keep Reading!! \ 
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Unfortunately, Sci Fi and EEN are both 
cable services. Now, if you’re a die 
hard like me who refuses to buy a CD 
player because you own an extensive 
collection of vinyl, and who hasn’t yet 
signed up to cable because you figure 
the money would be better spent on 
the social benefits of attending the 
movies in a theatre then you may not 
be totally happy with this arrangement. 
Still, ft’s an exciting development and 
we encourage the continuation of 
Doctor Who in any medium that’s 
available. However, since there is still 
some time left, plugging the series to 
your local station could make 
commercial syndication a possibility. 
Perhaps the Doctor could still be 
available on (almost) free TV. Now that 
I’ve got you all so engaged in the 
decision making process surrounding 
Doctor Who distribution maybe I 
could Interest you in recycling or 
saving Amazonia. Well, enough of that, 

I have to admit that despite my 
convictions I may have to sign up for 
cable after all. The plans for the Sci Fi 
channel are absolutely phenomenal. 
Besides Doctor Who and 'round the 
clock programming of speculative 
fiction (that’s S.F., horror and fantasy) 
there will also be science and 
entertainment news, game and talk 
shows and special music videos. Their 
board of advisors includes Isaac 
Asimov, Gene Roddenberryand Martin 
H. Greenberg, They have access to 
the rescources of Conus 
communications and the film libraries 
of NASA and the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratories to broadcast 
documentaries and an independently 
produced News show. They will be 
involved in producing several exciting 
original projects. They've agreed to a 
publishing pact with Bantam Books for 
novels and factual books based on 
concepts and characters that wilt be 
created for their in-house productions. 
They have also secured a transponder 
on the Satcom C-4, GE’s new 
Communications satellite, more than 
can be said for AMC(the American 
Movie Channel) or Bravo. This is an 
essential step for cable programmers 
it assures nationwide reception of their 
broadcasts and, at the moment, the 
available space (in space...) is quickly 
filling up. During our talk, Mr. Brown 
was careful to point out that the Sci Fi 
channel is "... basic cable which is 
advertiser supported, so we have to 
promote a show on that level. You 



have to start with, one, a subscription 
base. We are now in the process of 
signing up cable systems and hope to 
have between five to seven million 
subscribers by our launch date, 
basically we’re moving forward on a 
number of fronts. One is this 
negotiation process of signing up 
systems which is a sales effort. Then 
the development of our programming 
facilities in Orlando, Florida, then 
development of original programming, 
then, the third area, being the 
acquisition of existing programming. 
All of those things are sort of 
concurrent. Launch date has been set 
for December 1990. One thing I would 
encourage through your associates 
and your members is that obviously 
we’re at a very crucial stage right now 
in the signing of systems which is 
going to determine the future of the 
service. If people are supportive of the 
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Sci Fi channel as a concept we need 
their vocal support, We need them to 
contact their local cable company to 
request or query them as to whether 
they’re carrying the Sci Fi 
channel,. .That would be one of the 
most helpful things the fans could do 
right now because there’s nothing 
better than direct consumer contact in 
relation to letting viewer interest be 
known." (Uh Oh!! There’s that "get 
involved" theme again. Hey, but guys, 
it wasn’t me this time it was Paul!) 
Listen up Denver fans, according to 
Paul, Denver is the center of the cable 
universe and we control many of the 



national systems out here, so our 
influence may be quite important. 

One final note, since the series seems 
to have been languishing somewhere 
in E-space, I have been digging 
through my letters and files to locate 
alternatives of Whovian activity in other 
realms. Some of our most vocal fans 
have been petitioning for the continued 
existence of the show in other venues. 
Early last year a letter writing 
campaign was launched at A&E the 
cable Arts & Entertainment network 
proposing that they carry Doctor 
Who. and according to a PBS source 
“A&E has the right of first refusal on 
BBC product. They signed that 
contract years ago." How will this 
effect the bids being made by EEN 
and the Sci Fi channel , I wonder? 
Information is a little slow in coming 
from the network. Look for further 
details in our next issue.

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IT’SABOUTTIME! 


It’s About time 

Nearly ten years ago , in Volume One 
of the Whovian Times I made a 
statement "I will run the Doctor Who 
Fan Club of America to the best of my 
ability as long as it’s a fun and 
challenging thing for me to do." (It 
went something like that!). Well, 
obviously, as most of you have 
gathered, my time has passed. It’s 
been So long since the last Whovian 
Times was released and even longer 
since the fan club was run properly, I 
thought you deserved an explanation 
of what happened, is happening, and 
perhaps what will happen. 

'Round about three to four years ago, 
BBC Enterprises and I began having a 
difference of opinion as to how 
fandom merchandising and the 
Doctor Who promotions should be 
run. I had a concept wherein we 
should create a travelling Doctor Who 
show to raise money for PBS while 
promoting the Doctor Who program 
to various communities and fans alike. 
Enterprises "took" that concept added 
the Doctor Who trailer, subtracted the 
videos and the stars ,soon realizing 
they needed the stars, and came up 
with their famous USA tour. Our 
objections were raised during a 
meeting at the North Carolina state fair 
when Lionheart announced their 
intention to "squeeze out all licensees, 
dictate to all regional and local fan 
clubs as to how they were to run their 
operations. Thus creating a corner on 
the market so PBS and its members 
could be easily exploited!" I was 
appalled and told them to count me 
out . It was then they told me that the 
Doctor Who fan Club of America 
would either be with them or against 
them, and that if we were against them 
they would "Squash us like a bug!" 
(Well them thar’s fightin’ words) 

Anywho, here we were at war; the 
stories would fill a book, In the end 
they found out this bug didn't squash 
so easy, this bug stung back! As 
Rassilon said "he who wins loses and 
he who loses wins." We eventually 
pulled the Doctor Who festival off the 
road and stopped promoting the 
series. We had already invested a 


good six figure sum in promoting 
Doctor Who. Shortly afterwards, for 
some mysterious reason, all the head 
honchos at Lionheart were fired, But 
this was small comfort. In the 
meantime I had a family to raise and a 
son to put through college and funds 
were lean. I had to develop my own 
screen printing and advertising 
specialties business, Image Design 
Concepts, to survive as I didn’t draw a 
paycheck from the Doctor Who Fan 
Club of America any more, running the 
fan club had been more a labor of love 
for me than anything. But the college 
cashier didn’t give a hoot she just said 
"Money , Honey". So during the "war" 
Image Design Concepts blossomed 
and after the "war" it was difficult for 
me to pick up the fan club pieces. 
Things were different now. There was 
a new doctor. My old friends at the 
Doctor Who production office 
wouldn’t or couldn’t speak to me 
anymore and Lionheart’ s fan club, The 
Friends of Doctor Who were now in 
existence. The Doctor Who movie was 
fizzling around somewhere and many 
local fan clubs had dispersed. It was a 
mess. 

Then a strange thing happened. One 
day I was approached by Lionheart’s 
fan club director wanting to negotiate 
a deal to purchase the DWFCA mailing 
list. Acquiring our mailing list would 
be quite a coup for them as Its ten 
times larger than theirs and has never 
been sold to anyone, the offer was 
tempting and I could always use the 
money. I believe that they have the 
backing of BBC Enterprises and/or 
Lionheart so they are probably well 
funded. But was this too much like 
selling out to the enemies children? 
Then another strange but wonderful 
thing happened. Andrea Phillips the 
lady who has worked for me during 
the last few "war" years expressed an 
interest in the fan club. She’s always 
been into Doctor Who. Fact is, she 
has been dying to take over the fan 
club, but was to shy to ask until she 
found out I had a firm offer for it. After 
giving the matter some serious 
thought, for about two minutes. I 
decided I would rather give the fan 
club to Andrea than sell it to the other 
guys. 
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In the past few months we have felt a 
resurgence of Doctor Who’s fandom. 
I’m hoping you’ll give the Doctor Who 
Fan Club of America another chance. 
It was once the greatest fan club 
because of you and the rest of the 
members. It can be great again if you 
support it, The timing was absolutely 
perfect for this whole thing to start all 
over again. Andrea has some terrific 
ideas the energy and finances to carry 
them through. She’s setting up a 
whole new network of information, 
writers and ideas for the new DWFCA. 
This newsletter is going out to Doctor 
Who fans numbering upward of 
55,000. Staggering. The ingredient she 
needs is your continuing support. Give 
it a try for one more year’s renewal, 
then judge. Any suggestions will not 
fall on deaf ears. 

As for me a couple of parting 
comments. First of all, I would like to 
thank you for your participation in the 
fan club and festivals. The last decade 
has been the most exciting and 
educational in my life. I have met some 
of the nicest brightest and most 
interesting people I have ever known 
through the DWFCA. I am and will be 
forever grateful! From the bottom of 
my heart, I thank you. 

Secondly, I truly apologize for any and 
ali inconveniences you may have 
incurred being caught in the crossfire 
between ourselves and the powers that 
be, as president of this fan club I’ve 
had it with them. You were the 
innocent bystanders and the main 
victims. There are some good things 
on the horizon but still I wish 1 could 
have made the fan club experience 
more worthwhile these last few years. 

I will still be somewhat involved in 
science fiction and in fandom hopefully 
for the rest of my life. If any of you 
have seen the new Star Trek magic 
mugs those are my invention (as with 
the police box mug) and my company 
Image Design Concepts is producing 
and marketing them; same with the 
Gremlins 2 mugs and other movies 
coming up soon. I hope to be able to 
attend science fiction and especially 
Doctor Who conventions for a long 
time. There’s really nothing like them, 
are there? Maybe I’ll see you at one 
someday. Again thanks for all the 
memories, and as my good friend 
Colin Baker so aptly put
